In  1961,  though  the  track  team  was  small,  Cape  Char- 
les High  School  produced  a state  champion  for  the  fourth 
year  in  succession.  Tommy  Mulvey,  a freshman,  went  to 
Charlottesville  and  won  the  high  jumping  event. 

In  his  first  track  meet  at  Northampton  in  March,  he 
jumped  5’3".  He  wasn’t  in  another  meet  until  the  district 
meet  at  Atlantic.  He  jumped  5'4"  and  tied  for  first  place. 
He  earned  the  right  to  compete  in  the  state  meet,  held  May 
12,  1961,  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  By  jumping  5*6" , 
he  defeated  all  other  contestants  and  was  crowned  state 
champion  in  the  high  jumping  event.
